I Premier  Fidel  Castro’s  revolutionary  regime  put  a new  strain 
today  on  already  cool  U.S.-Cuban  relations. 

AMBASSADOR  Philip  Bonsai,  back  in  Havana  after  ar 
prolonged  abwnce,  handed  the  fourth  U.  S.  protest  note  in  a 
year  to  new  Foreign  Minister  Marcelo  Fernandez,  yesterday. 
The  interview  lasted  barely  10  minutes. 

The  text  of  the  note  was  not  made  public  immediately, 
but  the  embassy  said  it  concerned  the  “Denial  of  basic  rights 
of  ownership  to  U.  S.  citi2^ns  in  Cuba— rights  provided  under 
both  Cuban  law  and  generally  accepted  international  law."

Swastikas  and  Punks 


How  many  swastikas  will  fit  in  a telephone  booth? 

This  seems  to  be  the  question  currently  troubling 
bands  of  pranksters,  vandals  and  young  punks  over  the 
world — from  Hong  Kong  to  Orem. 

The  rash  of  swastika  paintings,  and  apparent 
Semitic  acts  do  not  represent  any  prairie  fire,  flash  flood 
type  rise  in  anti-Jewish  feeling  in  the  world.  The  good- 
for-nothings  who  have  perpetrated  these  offenses  are  just 
using  what  happened  in  a few  instances  in  West  Germany, 
for  an  excuse  to  get  attention  and  raise  a commotion. 

Last  year  when  a group  of  British  students  crammed 
themselves  into  a telephone  both  and  claimed  a world 
record  for  it,  students  all  over  the  world  jumped  on  the 
band  wagon.  In  the  East,  in  California,  in  Australia,  in 
Japan,  students  flocked  to  telephone  booths. 

VENT  VANDALISM 

That  is  what  has  happened,  we  feel,  in  the  case  of 
the  swastikas.  The  young  punks  of  the  world  saw  a chance 
to  vent  their  vandalism  on  the  public,  and  get  recognition 
at  the  same  time. 

Unlike  the  harmless  telephone  booth  diversion,  how- 
ever, the  swastika  pranksters  destroyed  property  and 
gouged  at  unhealed  wounds  of  public  sentiment. 

LOCAL  EXAMPLE 

Taking  the  vandals  who  daubed  paint  on  buildings 
and  other  property  in  the  Provo-Orem  area  as  examples, 
what  can  we  see?  We  would  hazard  the  opinion  that  who- 
ever wrote  “down  with  Jews”  on  an  Orem  school  would 
not  know  a Jew  from  any  other  nationality  if  they  met  one 
on  the  street.  We’d  venture  to  say  that  if  you  asked  any 
of  them.  “What  is  the  basis  of  your  anti-Semitic  feeling,” 
they  would  say  “Huh?” 

BEST  MEDICINE 

The  best  medicine  for  such  lunk-heads  would  be  to 
take  them  over  and  show  them  the  gas  chambers  and  the 
burning  ovens  where  Hitler  killed  thousands  of  Jews.  If 
they  had  ever  smelled  the  stench  of  burning  human  flesh 
or  heard  the  screams  of  persons  scalding  to  death  they’d 
get  sick  every  time  they  saw  a swastika. .

When  a U.  S.  Government  bureau,  for  example,  can

Government  bureaus,  from  across  the  hall  to  across 
the  nation  seem  to  be  setting  themselves  up  as  judge-j'ury 
and  chief  executioner  in  matters  which  should  rightly 
be  the  perogative  of  elected  legislative,  executive  or  jud- 
icial officials  of  government. 

JUDICIAL  PROCESS  GOOD 

We  think  that  the  judicial  process,  the  right  of  ap- 
peal, the  right  to  ar^e,  should  be  upheld  with  all  the 
vigor  and  determination  we  can  muster. 

We  feel  this  is  especially  true  when  the  calibre  of 
judicial  procedures  is  as  high  and  well  executed  as  recent 
IOC  court  proceedings  have  proved  to  be. 


I feel  that  precedent  along 
with  principle  is  a very  valid 
reason  for  the  denial  of  a Full- 
mer match.  One  exception  al- 
lows another  and  in  my.  opinion 
it  is  better  to  exclude  Fullmer 
and  stick  to  the  precedent  than 
to  open  our  gates  to  big-time 
boxing  whose  shady  side  far  sur- 
passes any  shady  side  that 
basketball  players  may  have.

Hitler’s  crimes  are  uncount- 
able and  are  the  most  terrible 
things  a German  and  his  gang 
could  do,  in  the  case  the  treat- 
ment of  the  Jews  especially.  But 
the  whole  German  nation  can’t 
be  blamed  just  because  a little 
group  of  people  had  already 
made  their  plans. 

FIFTEEN  million  Jews,  spread 
all  over  Europe,  had  to  suffer 
one  of  the  most  unnatural  ways, 
something  we  might  call  hysteria 
or  fanatacism.  Invaded  and  mur- 
dered by  surprise,  those  people 
Jiad  no  chance  to  protect  them- 
selves. Even  if  they  had,  they 
wouldn’t  have  been  saved. 

Concentration  i camps  were 
erected  under  Hitler’s  control 
and  nobody  really  knew  what 
was  going  on.  Those  camps  were 
open  to  tourists  after  Jhey  had 
served  their  terrible  purpose. 

HITLER  wanted  one  race  of 
Germans  and  in  order  to  ac- 
complish this,  he  needed  a spe- 
cial type  of  Germans:  tall,  blue 
eyes  and  blond  hair.  This  time 
Hitler  worked  rapidly  and  sure. 
He  used  the  young  German  boys 
and  girls  old  enough  to  “under- 
stand the  serious  situation  the 
Germans  were  in”;  they  needed 
people  with  higher  education  in 
order  to  succeed. 

They  were  kept  in  an  institu- 
tion; they  learned  to  obey  the 
leader,  furthermore  they  learned 
how  to  treat  people  who  “failed 
to  realize  the  importance  of  an 
organization^  like  that  and  did 
not  contribute  to  help  Hitler’s 
helpers.”
